Roger Casement’s death is a miserable 
end to a life which for the greater part of 
its course was honourable und distin- 
guished. The story of-his guilt and fate 
points its own moral ; he has paid the full 
penalty of his crime. Very willingly we 
shoald have allowed the rest to be silence 
if we had been able to ignore the attempt 
which already is being made to represent

It is two years to-day since, on August 
4th, 1914, Great Britain ‘realised her 
destiny in the European quarrel and de-

TIME BILL. 


The following is the memorandum attached 
to the text of the Time (Ireland) Bill issued 


y ay 

The time in Ireland differs from that of Great 
Britain, which is also the time of all the 
Western European countries, by twenty-five 
minutes. It is proposed by this bill to assimi- 
late them, so that uniform time shall in future 
be observed throughout the United Kingdom. 
The bill provides for the change being made at 
2 a.m. (Dublin mean time) on Sunday, October 
Ist, at which time the change from summer 
time to norma! time will be made in Ireland 
under the Summer Time Act. As the clocks in 
Ireland are twenty-five minutes behind the 
clocks in Great Britain, the change from 
summer time in Great Britain will have been 
effected twenty-five minutes before the chance 
in Ireland. Under this bill, iastead of being 
put back one hour at 2 a.m. (Dublin mean time) 
on October Ist, the clocks in Ireland (which 
will at that moment indicate 3 a.m.) will be put 
back thirty-five minutes, bringing them to the 
same time as the ciock in Great Britain—vir., 
2.25 a.m.

THE THIRD YEAR. 


The thied year of the war, says The Times, 
opens, with Germany savagely at bay, while 
the Allies are absolutely confident of ultimate 
wrd decisive victory.

*FOOLISH TALK” OF 
BERLIN PROFESSORS. 


On the conclusion of the second year of war, 
gays The Times, there appeared the inevitable 
manifesto of a number of Berlin Professors, 
headed by the present Rector of the University, 
Herr von Wilamowitz-Mollendorff, and includ- 
ing Professors von Gierke, Kahl, Eduard Meyer, 
Schaefer, and Adolf Wagner, Their most strik- 
ing passage is as follows :—" We did not take the 
sword in our hands for the purposes of con- 
cuest. Now that we have had to draw it we 
will not, cannot, and must not, put it back in 
the scabbard without haring secured a peace 
«hich our enemies also will be compelled to 
keep. But this peace cannot be won without 
the increase of our power, and without the 
the extension of Lhe arca in which our will will 
decide over war and peace. For this we must 
have secure pledges and real guarantees.” Such 
pronouncements now attract little attention in 
Germany, ond the papers give no prominence to 
them.

Casement paid the last penalty yesterday, says 
The Times, for the greatest crime that it is pos- 
sible for any man to commit against his coun- 
try. No one even questions the justice of his 
fate.

Yesterday's report from the British front 
states that the ground gained the previous 
day was consolidated. | 

The night communique states that a further 
gain was made in the region of Bazentin 
le Petit. There was activity on other 
portions of the front, especially by the 
enemy, but in no instance did he secure 
any advantage. . 

In the Verdun region the Germans made 
fierce, but vain, efforts to recover trenches 
taken by the French on the right bank 
of the Meuse, The French, following up 
t - advantage at Fleury, progressed

region now number 1,100.

BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


BRITISH GENERAL HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCE, Tuurspay, 1,5 P.M. 

During the night work was continued in 
the consolidation of the ground we 
have gained and: in opening up the 
communication trenches. 

Our guns were active, and the enemy's 
artillery retaliated, during the even- 
ing along our front from Maltzhorn 
Farm “to Longueval, and also in the 
woods at Mametz, at Fricourt, Be- 
court, and the village of Poziéres. The 
fire slackened off at dawn. ; 

The enemy exploded a mine near Souchez, 


which caused no casualties and little 


damage.

North of Bazentin la Petit we gained sume 
ground by a bombing attack. During 
the night the enemy sent forward four 
strong detachments towards Delville 
Wood, which were allowed to approach 
to close range before fire was opened. 
All were repulsed with heavy loss, 
and in one place fifty of the enemy 
were caught in massed formation by 
our machine-gun fire. 

Our heavy artillery bombarded an enemy 
strong-point between Pozitres and 
Thiepval. The garrison fleejng across 
the n came under our field-gun 
fire. nn we caused big explo- 
sions at Courcette. 

Throughout the day enemy artillery main- 
tained a barrage west and south west 
of Poziéres, and shelled Longueval and 
Mametz Woods intermittently. 

Further north he shelled the villages near 
Arras and Armentiéres, and dropped 
bombs on the outskirts of some vil- 
lages without doing any damage. In 
Givenehy district we bombarded the 
enemy's lines near Hohenzollern. In 
Loos salient there was considerable 
trench mortar activity on both sides. 

Two enemy aeroplanes were brought down 
in the northern section of our line, 
one of which seems to be of new 
pattern. Three of our machines were 
brought down by gunfire. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 


Yesterday's French communiqué : — 

To the north of the Somme we repulsed 
during the night. several German attacks , 
directed on Monacu Farm, and we have 
organised our new positions between this 
farm and Hem Wood. 

It is confirmed that the German units 
engaged in the region of Monacu have had 
to i“ relieved after the serious losses which 
they sustained since July 30. 

To the south of the Sonime an enemy 
counter-attack on’ our positions to the 
south of Estrées failed under our fire. 

On the right bank of the Meuse the 
Germans attempted a violent counter- 
attack on the trenches recaptured yester- 
day. 

Dreriuihiess our curtain and infantry 
fire frustrated the efforts of the enethy, 
who sustained heavy losses. 

On our side, following up our advances, 
we have materially progressed to the south 
of Fleury and reached the inimediate 
vicinity of the village and beyond the 
station. 

The number of prisoners taken by us in 
the region of Fleury alone in the course 
of yesteiday exceeds 700, which brings the 
total number of unwounded prisoners 
taken since August 1 up to 1,100. 

In the Vaux-Chapitre-Le Chenois region 
the artillery duel has continued to be 
violent, but there has been no infantry 
action. “The night was quiet on the rest 
of the front, excepting the Forest of Apre 
mont, where we dispersed some German 
patrols with our rifle fire. 

Last night’s communiqué : — 

On the Somme front there was no infan 
try action in the course of the day. The 
artillery duel continues in the region of 
the Monacu Farm. On the east bank ot 
the Meuse our infantry, Poet, pe 
offensive action on the Thiaumont-Fleury 
front, captured during the day by a series 
of successive attacks all the trenches com- 
prised between those two points as far as 
a point south-east of the Thiaumont Work, 
and in the vicinity of Hill 320. 

The village of ‘Fleury, attacked simul- 
taneously on the north-west and south- 
east, was entirely occupied by our troops 
after a brilliant action. 

The number of prisoners taken in the 
course of this action, and so far counted, 
exceeds 650. This brings up to 1,750 the 
total number of unwounded prisoners 
taken by us on the east bank of the Meuse 
since August Ist. 

About the same time we delivered, in the 
region of Le Chenois, a sharp attack, which 
enabled us to recover the greater part of 
the ground lost by us on Tuesday. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Yesterday's Berlin communiqué : —

VERY LITTLE DAMAGE DONE. 


_ The, Press Bureau, at four p.m. yesterday, 
issued a statement from the Field-Marshel Com- 
manding-in-Chief the Home Forces that several 
hostile airships attacked the eastern and south- 
eastern counties on Wednesday night.

On all fronts—Western, 
Eastern, and Southern—the Allies have taken the initiative, and 
are steadily forcing the enemy from his strongholds.

To arrive at 
a true estimate of the result the mind 
must go back to the state of affairs in the 
year 1915. It is true that the German 


advgnce in the west had been already 
itely checked, but the Central Powers 


ere conducting a successful campaign in 
Russia, which they followed up by the con- 
quest of Serbia and Montenegro. Italy 
was making fo progress on the Austrian 
frontier ; a large Anglo-French Army was 
neutralised in Gallipoli, and the Turks 
were successfully holding the Russians in 
Arménia, 

During the second year of the war, how- 
ever, the tide has completely turned. The 
Anglo-French force has successfully 
evacuated Gallipoli. In spite of the un- 
fortunate loss of the small, but gallant, 
garrison of Kut operations in Mesopo- 
tamia have resulted in the complete dom!- 
nation of the Shatt-al-Arab and the 
Turkish province of Irak by the British, 
and the elimination of German influence 
from South Persia. The whole of the 
West African Colonies of Germany are in 
the hands of the Allies; and the conquest 
of East Africa by General Smuts is pro- 
gressing most favourably towards com- 
pletion 

But the most striking change of all is in 
Europe. The last stroke of German initia- 
tive was the attack on Verdun, an attack 
which was successfully repulsed by the 
French. With the Verdun defeat 
Central Powers lost the initiative they had 
possessed from the beginning of the wur. 


The summer of 1916 has witnessed a | 


huge combined attack on the Austro-Ger- 
man defences. The Anglo-French forces 
are pressing the Germans back on the 
Somme. In the Alps the Austrians are 
slowly falling back before the Italians. 
Of the Hungarian frontier the Russians 
are advancing rapidly, and are success- 


| fully proceeding with the reconquest of the 


Austrian territory they won in 1914, and 
were obliged.to relinquish again in 1915. 

In Armenia the’ Russians are driving 
the Turks before them in the mountains, 
and are now close to the open plains. In 
South-East Europe the Serbian Army is 
rested and reformed, and is presenting a 
formidable front to the Bulgarians. 

To turn to the situation of affairs in 
England, a striking change has been 
effected. In 1915 the output of the mun). 
tions was restricted to a comparatively 
small amcunt. The organisation of men 
and machinery gradually brought about 
now enables more than sufficient supplies 
to be turned out for the enormously in- 
creased Army, and also to render assist- 
ance to the rest of the Allies. 

Compulsory service in England was in- 
troduced in March, 1916, but before that 
date 5,041,000 men had joined the forces 
voluntarily. At the present time Great 
Britain has at her disposal the services of 
the manhood of the nation, as well as the 
contingents raised in India and the Over- 
seas Dominions.

arl CROMER, in making what he termed a 
mal statement on the subject, said that 
when the bill was under discussion in the House 
of Commons his appointment was objected to 
on the reasonable ground, with which he was 
inclined te agree, that he was too old to under- 
take the work. He need hardly say that had 
he consulted his own personal feelings he would 
have declined the honour it was p to 
confer upon him. When he left pt he hoped 
that he would not again be pl. in a position 
where he had to take serious official responsi- 
bility, but when he noticed, both inside and out- 
side the House, so many brisk young septua- 
genarians putting aside al] personal considera- 
tions and holding in abeyance all their much- 
cherished publical convictions and prejudices in 
the cause of national unity, he felt he would 
have been doing his duty if he did but fol- 
low their example. He eonfessed that he felt 
considerable doubt as to whether he could under- 
take the task in a manner that would do justice 
to the subject, but he would do his best, and if, 
after a trial, he found the strain was too much 
for him he would have no hesitation’ in Giscing 
his ignation in the hands of the Govern- 
ment.

WOOL AND HAY. 


The Earl of DERBY, in reply to the Earl of 
Lichfield and Viscount Galway, said he would 
consult with the President of the Board of Agri 
culture as to the best way of giving ful] 
publicity to the instructions of the Govern- 
ment with regard to the taking over and paying 
for the home-grown wool clip. In regard to the 
commandeering by the Government of this 
season's hay and straw crop, it was not the 
intention of the authorities to force farmers to 
part with all their hay, as seemed to be sug- 
gested. It was not proposed to put farmers to 
any inconvenience by depriving them of hay 
which they required for their own stock. With 
respect of the hay which was taken, 50 per 
cent. of the price could be advanced at once. 
They were further going to pay 5 per cent. in- 
terest on the balance of the price from July 
3lst to the date of delivery, and if there was 
any case b 
hardship would be done by only paying 50 per 
cent. they were prepared to pay up to 75 per 
cent. The War Ofiice had considered the ques- 
tion of allowing farmers to dispose of, in the 
open market, any hay left over after War Oifice 
requirements had been met, but they had de- 
cided that it was impracticable, as it might lead 
to injustice. He need only say he had the in- 
terests of the farmers as much at heart as any 
of the noble lords who raised the question. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PETROL. 


Lord STRACHIE and the Duke of RUT- 
LAND, in asking for information as to the 
@rinciple upon which the distribution of petrol 
was made to owners of private cars, complained 
of a discrepancy in the allocation. 

Viscount MIDLETON thought that the Go- 
vernment should have taken the matter in hand 
at the commencement of the war. He believed 
that there was an enormous amount 
of petrol wanted in the War De- 
partments, and suggested the appointment 
of a small Committee to investigate the matter. 
It should be made clear that Government motor 
cars should not be used, except in urgent cases 
or on active service. 

The Earl of DERBY, in replying, said that 
accusations of waste were being continually 
flung all over the place. Lord “trachie had 
said that aeroplane service pilots, on returning 
from a flight, were in the habit of emptying 
their tanks on to the ground. He denied it 
absolutely, and challenged the noble lord to 
mention the name of a single aviator who had 
done it. 

Lord STRACHIB said he was unable to give 
any names, and he accepted the noble earl's

The Earl of DERBY said that no one ought to 
make accusations of deliberate and disgraceful 
waste of Government material without being 
prepared, with full particulars, to substantiate 
such a public accusation. If the noble lord 
was not prepared to give a name he should not 
have e the charge.

SUPPLEMENTARY PENSIONS. 


Mr. HAYES FISHER, replying to Sir William 
Bull, said that the Treasury approval had 
been given to regulations governing the award 
of supplementary pensions by the Statutory 
Council of the Royal Patriotic Fund Corpora- 
tion. The Chancellor of the Exchequer would 
place £6,000,000, including the million already 
granted, at the disposa] of the Committee, to 
provide full cost of supplemental pensions to 
widows and dependents of non-commissioned 
officers and men, and to totally disabled non- 
commissioned officers and n; and a provi- 
sional] sum for partially disabled non-commis- 
sioned officers and men who had received a 
permanent pension from the Chelsea Commis- 
sioners. The £6,000,000 was founded on the 
estimated number of deaths, not exceeding 


missioned officers and of men whose general and 
ficancial circumstances were like those of com- 
missioned officers. It was proposed to revise 
the estimate of the number and cost of partially 
disabled men by the end of 1915. The estimate 
would be revised if it were found that the 
ealculation upon which it was based was too 
low. The provisions now made were a sub- 
stantial advance upon the Chancellor's previous 
announcement, and he hoped the Committee 
would receive the cordial co-operation of the 
local committees in putting the regulations into 
immediate operation. 


CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES. 
COLONIAL OFFICE VOTE. 


The House went into Committee on the Civil 
Service Estimates, Mr. Whitley in the chair. 

On the vote of £55,850 for the salaries and 
expenses of the Colonial Office, 

Mr. LIEF JONES moved to reduce the vote 
by £100 in respect of the salary of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, 
call attention to the rioting which occurred in 
he Island of Ceylon last May. The riots were 
of a most serious character, antl the informa- 
tion given in the Blue Book published by the 
Government was so incomplete and misleading 
as to make it the imperative duty of the 
House to demand a thorough investigation into 
the whole circumstances. Rioting, which com- 
menced by a collision with a reli. 
gious procession on the 29th May, ‘spread 
rapidly throughout the island. There 
was no evidence in the Blue Book of any 
organised outbreak. He asked that an inquiry 
should be held into the matter. 


COLONIES AND THE EMPIRE. 


Mr. MacMASTER referred to the relations 
between the Mother Country and the Colonies, 
and contended that those relations would have 
to be re-fashioned after the war. After the 
way in which the Colonies had poured out their 
blood and treasure for the assistance of this 
country in the gigantic atruggle in which we 
were engaged they could not be denied a voice 
in the foreign policy of the Empire. He sug- 
gested the formation of a Committee of eighteen 
members, comprising the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and representatives of other Depart- 
ments of State, with the Ministers of the self- 
governing Colonies, each with one other Minis- 
ter to represent e Dominions, That Com- 
mittes would have to do with all matters of 
defence, foreign relations, communication by 
sea, land, and air, and would decide what 
financial contributions should be made by the 
Colonies, 

Mr. CHURCHILL asked the Colonial Secre- 
tary whether he would apply himself to the 
question of the use for fighting purposes of the 
natives of our Colonies. 

Mr. DILGON asked whether ft was in order 
to raise that point on the Colonial Office 
Vote, instead of the War Office Vote. 

The CHAIRMAN agreed that the matter 
should be reised on the War Office Vote, sime 
it was a military matter. 


WEST AFRICAN TRADE. 


Lord HENRY CAVENDISH BENTINCE re- 
ferred to the administration of our Colonies in 
West Africa. He was afraid that the rights 
of the natives were often left unconsidered, in 
thinking of the promotion of trade. This was 
particularly the case with regard to the import 
of cheap spirits into West Africa, the position 
apperontly being takengthat if spirits were 
not allowed to enter coun the natives 
would have no incentive to work. As to the 
export tax on palm kernals, he said it was 
based on considerations utterly opposed to by the 
principles of tha British Empire. The only way 
ef capturing German trade was to study the 
methods adopted by Germany in obtaining it, 
and follow the same course. It was certainly 
aot signs to attempt to do it by exploiting the 
natives.

VIEWED ON THE MERITS. 

The Colonial Secretary’ went on to ask the 
Committee to look at this question not from the 
point of view of a fiscal question, but on its 
merits. A representative Committee inquired 
into the question, and the conclusion they came 
to waa that if the custom was continued some 
security must be given that it would disappear 
when the war was over, and revert to its old 
channels. They made the recommendation that 
the export duty should be put on. He thought 
that from every point of view that was not a bad 
thing. It would be a great advantage that the 
trade should not be lost. He asked thobe 
who were opposed to them whether they 
would do nothing to retain the trade? 
The whole subject would be watched very 
carefully, and if it were found that British 
consumers were being injured steps would be 
taken to secure an alteration in their favour. 
In conclusion, Mr. Bonar Law sai dhe would 
like to add a word on a subject which was not 
controversial. Last year he gave an account of 
the campaign ib East Africa. He could not then 
say much about it, because it was not com- 
pleted. But the situatioh was now changed, and 
he thought the Committee would agree that 
Rast Africa was sow on the point of coming 
under the rule of the Allies. (Cheers.) He 
thought the Empire had reason to be prond of 
the part the Uplonies had played in the war. 
(Cheers.) There was no part of the British 
Empire where men of British race were living 
which had not played tts part in the great war. 
Wherever it was possible contingents had been 
sent, and where this was not possible men had 
come from all the endás of the world to volun- 
teer to serve. Many of them hed already given 
up their lives, and he thought one of the facts 
which would stand out prominently in the war, 
and of which the British Empire would have 
every reason to be proud, was the wonderful 
part that had been played, not by the United 
Kingdom alone, but by every one of the 
Colonies of the British Empore. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. MOLTENO thought it would be a great 
raistake to attempt to monopolise the trade of 
any of our Colonies.

Sir JOHN SUMON said he would not have 
intervened in the debate but for the effect which 
had been produced in the minds of some mem- 
bers by the speech of the right hon. gentleman.
